GERMAN TROOPS

Another American (writes the Amsterdam 
Correspondent of Zhe Times), who has arrived 
in Holland from Germany in the last few 
days—he comes from Frankfurt, where has 
been living for a year and a half—infor me 
that the Germans have great numbers of new 
troops. Every German, he says, is now in the 
war.

AMERICAN SHIP SUNK. 


A Reuter’s Rome telegram says:—A message 
from Cagliari reports that the American 
steamer Lyman M. Law, with a cargo of tools 
encountered a submarine on Monday night off 
the coast of Sardinia, and was set on fire by 
means of bombs and sunk.

EASTERN FRONTS. 


HEAVY BATTLES IN 
RUMANIA. 
(ADMIRALTY, PER WIRELESS PRESS) 


Russian Official.—After very intense artillery 
preparation, in which a proportion of shells 
charged with chemicals were used, the Germans. 
over a battalion in strength, attacked our de- 
tachments occupying a position south of the 
Drisvint Lake, and broke inte our trenches. 
The enemy, however, was driven back, and our 
positions were re-established as a result of our 
fierce counter-attack. In the neighbourhood of 
the. villages of Semenki and Lichenista, south 
of the Vishney Lake, the Germans discharged 
poisonous gases. The number of casualties have 
not yet been ascertained. During the night of 
Febrnary 12th the Germans launched an attack 
against our positions in the region north of 
Kiselin. This attack was arrested by our eur- 
tain fire. In the region north-west of Oleksinets 
our detachments, after an obstinate struggle. 
occupied the nearest edge of the crater formed 
by an explosion. | 

Rumanian Front.—During the day of Feb- 
ruary 12th the Germans, after violent artillery 
preparation, attacked with strong forces our 
positions on both sides of the Jacobeni-Kim- 
polung high road, and after the attacks occupied 
a height two and a half miles east of Jacobeni. 
On the rest of the front all attacks were beaten 
back. During the hight of February 12th-13th 
our detachments, by counter-attacks and after 
an obstinate battle lasting all night, dislodged 
the enemy from the” height, and restored the 
position, capturing seven German officers and 
146 rank and file. In this battle the gallant

Guardians should, therefore, take into con- 
sideration the question of their curtailment 
for the period of the war. In cases of 
married officers with families, the Guardians 
might allow the rations to remain as. at 
present, provided the quantities are not in 
excess of those mentioned by the Food 
Qontroller, taking into account. the number 
in the household in each case. 

As regards the dietary of the inmates also, the 
Board believe that it would be quite pos- 
sible to effect some economy, ‘especially in 
bread. For instance, where bread and tea 
are allowed for breakfast\and supper, it 
may be considered advisable to substitute 
porridge and milk for one of these meals, 
and the bread when allowed might be re- 
duced at each ‘meal by an average of one 
ounce per head. .

HUNTING THE SUBMARINE. 


The London Daily Express correspondent in 
Paris says :—"“ The British have capturéd an im- 
portant number of small submarine craft in 
their nets,” writes M. Raymond Lestonnat, in 
the Illustration. The writer explains that there 


| are two sorts of nets, one which is used to bar 
| certain — 


or the entrance to ports, and 
ghter fabric—is employed by 
trawlers to drag the bottom of the sea. But the 
use of nets calls for the employment of a great, 
number of men, many v and, above all, 
a great deal of time. Despite these drawbacks 
the use of nets continues, and their number is 
increasing. Shells are of no great use, use 
the submarine must be hit within one minute of 
its being sighted; otherwise the vessel plunges 
out of sight.. Therefore, the greatest use is 
made of a bomb which can be dropped vertically 
from a hydroplane, which can hover over places 
believed to be haunted by submarines, and sigh 
them immediately when the atmospheric condi- 
tions are favourable.
